“Doesn’t Make Sence” 


“It just doesn’t make sense,’ 
Rumple said today, referring to 
what he called “mollycoddling’ 
of juveniles. “Why should police 
protect them when these youths 
don't give a darn for anyone 
else.” 
Rumple. 46, ami his wife, Kath­ 
erine, 37 were both beaten about 
the head and face by the three 
housebreakers before their cries 
attracted neighbors. One y o u t 
was arrested on the spot by Tul 
lytown police. Two others were 
picked up at their homes later 
Rumple said that he has re­ 
ceived many telephone calls of 
sympathy from angry neighbors 
“Numerous Homes” 


“We all want to do something 
• about it," he said. “Numerous 
homes in this area have been 
broken into by youngsters re- 
‘ cently. We think it’s about time 
; it stopped.” 
Rumple cited three steps auth 
orities might take to curb the re­ 
cent outbreak of offenses. 
1. The establishment of a cur 
few to keep youngsters off the 
street late at night. 
2. Making parents responsible 
for the damage to property and 
for goods taken from homes. 
3. The names of the young of­ 
fenders should be made known by 
police just the same as adult of­ 
fenders. 
“Perhaps if these delinquents 
should stop remaining anonymous, 
they wouldn’t be so prone to re­ 
peating their offenses,” Rumple 
said.

Glenn reported a bad moment 
or two, particularly when on com­ 
ing down through the atmosphere 
at the end of his flight he saw 
“flaming pieces.. flying past the 
spacecraft window.” 
He thought his life-saving heat 
shield might be disintegrating. It 
was merely bits of the braking 
rocket burning in the heat of air 
friction and falling away. 
Because of a failure in his cab­ 
in’s attitude controls — hydrogen 
peroxide jets designed to keep the 
craft stable and pointed in the 
proper direction — Glenn had to 
use backup manual devices dur­ 
ing his last two orbits. 
A faulty switch falsely indicated 
Friendship-7’s heat shield had 
come loose and Glenn had to per­ 
form all the tasks on descent that 
would have been done automat! 
cully if everything was well. 
These necessities kept him from 
making some 15 of the many sci 
entific observations assigned to 
his mission, but they brought him 
back alive. He performed the 
other assignments well and car­ 
ried back to earth the assurance 
that people are better than instru­ 
ments for observing the wonders 
of space. As Glenn put it: 
This mission would almost cer­ 
tainly not have completed its 
three orbits, and might not have 
come back at all, if a man had 
not been aboard. 
“Man s adaptability is most evi­ 
dent in his powers of observation. 
He can accomplish many more 
and varied experiments per mis­ 
sion than can be obtained from 
an unmanned vehicle." 


will not menace the next orbital 
mission. This will be flown some 
time in May by M. Scott Carpen­ 
ter, who was Glenn’s backup pi­ 
lot. 


Glenn s discovery that he could 
control his spacecraft’s motions 
and the way it was heading by 
reference to the earth's horizon— 
which was visible even by reflect 
ed starlight — cheered scientists 
aiming at manned flight to the 
moon. 
So did his finding thai he could 
estimate accurately the distance 
between his cabin and the burned 
out Atlas missile which followed 
him in orbit. 
The future of manned space 
flight may involve the coupling of 
rockets and cabins in orbit. In 
that event, man’s ability to judge 
distance in space will spell the 
difference between success and 
disaster. 
Today’s report did not altogeth­ 
er clear up “the Glenn effect,* 
the thousands of luminous parti 
des through which he rode or 
three successive dawns as though 
through “a field of fireflies 
NASA a s t r o n o m e r John A. 
O'Keefe thinks these partides

Three snowslides early today hit 
an 
“avalanche-proof” 
tunnel- 
construction camp on Mt. Blanc, 
Europe’s highest mountain, killing 
at least 3 men and injuring 35. 
The first slide, shortly after 
midnight, buried two bunkhouses 
Alarm sirens brought 300 men 
from other bunkhouses to try to 
dig out the buried building. 
The second slide, an hour later, 
flattened the huts where the 300 
rescue workers had been sleeping 
A third avalanche roared down 
the slopes a little later, knocking 
one man down but not injuring 
him seriously. He was treated for 
shock by first-aid men among the 
* 
rescue workers. 
Most of the men on the scene 
found shelter from the third slide 
in the tunnel 
* 
Many survivors fled the scene 
* in panic, but others went on with 
* the grim task of clearing snow 
* from the camp. Italian alpine 
* troops arrived at dawn to aid the
